I promised to send you another chapter 
upon my visit to my brother John. You 
can readily see that what I have already 
given you of my experience upon this 
visit, 1s the history of but a few hours, 
my getting to John’s place, my cordial re- 
ception by him, and my inspection of his 
office under his guidance. Were I to nar- 
rate the incidents of my entire visit with 
the same completeness of detail, I must 
give you-many more chapters. This is un- 
necessary and undesirable. Better by far 
you spend your time visiting him ,your- 


self, and I can assure you, you will receive

dence that John 1s a queer fellow in some 
things, very old-fashioned, and during my 
stay found many more evidences of this. 
For example, I found him and his people 
amazingly fond of decorating their streets 
and then of going to look at them. I 


found them wonderfully awed by any ‘one, 
|. who-had a little, even though that seemed 


to beall-he had. It astonished me to see 
how far John and his people would turn 
aside from business and put themselves to 
trouble to. see..a certain. titled personage 
visiting them when I was there, and 
whose character and ways were so low 
that sixteen years ago John would not al- 
low him to land until he had somewhat 
improved his ways, and yet John did make 
a great time over him at this visit, and 
John’s people, even the old and sober 
ones, were exceedingly anxious to see him 
and closed their business for a ay in or- 
der to do so. 

I found, too, John and his people very 
fond of Royalty—I don’t mean of certain 
particular royal personages, — but the 
‘‘fuss,’? and show, and sound of that state 
of things. I had come to.think before 
visiting John that before very long he and 
his people would change and be more like 
my folks, that they would see that they 
were paying a great deal for nothing, as 
they are. But my view has changed about 
that. There is no doubt in my mind that 
John and his people like it, John likes to 
be royal, and then it gives a good chance 


for his men to aspire to be really at the’ 


head of affairs as if there was no sover- 
eign. The Premier is the real master of 
the situation, so far as any one man is. 

But I don’t want you to think John and 
his people appeared to me simply queer 
and old-fashioned. I found him and them 
asolid, substantial sort of folks after all, 
such as I could heartily respect and ad- 
mire in most things, I found John at 
heart believed in the rights of men, and 
of each individual man, and he is working 
out the development of man, and of his 
own men specially, as fast as he can. It 
seemed to me he took a very slow way to 
do it, but he was certainly trying to do it. 
His best thoughts were that his responsi- 
bility was to show the worth and the 
rights of men. This showed itself strange- 
ly sometimes. I’asked John at one time 
why he had different classes in his ears, 
if he so believed in the common rights of 
men, and he seemed very confused for a 
little and then he said he didn’t know. He 
didn’t believe in separating classes, but 
somehow his people found themselves as. 
sociating thus—one found his associates in 
the third, another in the second, and an- 
other in the first. 

There is a struggle between John’s 
sense of what ought to be and what he 
selfishly likes after all: But John’s con- 
science was always the best part of him, 
and in the end it will carry the day, and is 
carrying it. John has worked out a mighty 
problem there on his island, and has done 
marvellous things in defining and securing 
to common people their rights. The 
world owes a great debt to John for what 
he has done in this. I gratefully remem- 
ber that I inherit in this treasure made 
by John, and while I think I and my peo- 
ple have got ahead of John in these last 
years, we have been able to do so by pecu- 
liarly favorable circumstances. 

I found John a great friend to educa, 
tion. This has been almost a hobby with 
him for many a long year, but his atten- 
tion had been mainly confined to a few 
and to higher education. On my visit I 
found that he was making great strides in 
popular education, so that 1t is a matter of 
some anxiety with me whether he has not 
in some respects, in the standards and 
methods of educating the people, eclipsed 
my own system. John has a great advan- 
tage in his ancient Universities, with their 
long lists of honored names, and I saw he 
was doing what I have too much neglect- 
ed, carefully keeping’these names, and as 
far as possible their faces, before the 
youth, to inspire them. 

I found, too, John’s people yery ready 
to embark in business ventures which 
gave any promise of success, and John 
was remarkably appreciative of ‘the rela- 
tion he held to such enterprises. He was 
ready to-clear obstacles from the way, and 


-even to open new ways which could facili- 


ished themselves right in the’: Vj 
John’s, trusting to their own more pro- 


tate such ventures, giving “with a liberal 
hand ‘for such purposes. ~His people, | ah 
though so enterprising, are extremiely con- 
servative as t@ methods, and in 
turing, as to improvements in desig

gressive ideas, and were securing for 
themselves large business which John’s 
people would have held but for their con- 
servatism. Several of John's people 


remarked upon'thisto me, some of ‘them 


were manufacturers—that they, were very 
much concerned lest this one characteris- 
tic of their péople would nullify consider- 


ably, even in their own midst, their busi-’ 


ness enterprises so remarkable i in other re- 
spects, 

I found very strong moral and religious 
movements arousing John’s people, not 
only for the good of their own but reach- 
ing to the ends of the earth in their sym- 
pathy. John’s people’ wrought hard to 
subdue intemperance, though Very little 
through total abstmmence methods. It is 
confessed: freely by them that their suc- 
cess has not been at all as great as ours, 
and yet it is evident their obstacles have 
been of a peculiar nature. It 1s a ques- 
tion seriously stirring the most earnest of 
these workers, whether their relatively 
small success may not be due to the fact 
that they did not attempt to secure total 
abstinence. This was freely said to me 
even by those who have liquors upon their 
own tables, claiming this right because 
they are temperate, and yet questioning 
whether the excessive drinker should not 
be called upon to totally abstain. Still, 
John’s people are seriously determined to 
meet this social evil. So they are alive to 
every form of benevolent organization, 
contributing liberally to them, and will- 
ingly devoting time to their conduct. In 
this respect, it would appear, John’s lead- 
ing men are in advance of mine. I have 
always found it hard to secure time for 
these enterprises from leading men. 

But I must stay, though having many 
things which have made my visit memor- 
able to me, that I have not spoken of. 
John is highly favored in having so many 
landmarks of his: long history, in his island 


‘to which he can point his people, and give 


them the instructive lessons they suggest. 

He and they cannot but feel in, the pres- 
ence of such monuments of their past 
that they have a great work committed to 
them, and that some of that work they 
have nobly done.in the past. Thcre is a 
future, and while John and his people nat- 
urally. are held by such a past so that they 
advance slowly, I find they look to me and 
their cousins on my side the ocean for in- 
spiration to quicken the step. While 
John’s eye is frequently in the past, land 
mine have always been constrained to look 
ahead—in the future lie our hopes. If we 
join hands with John and his people, it 
would seem there is no reason why ours 
should not be the progressive march of 
destiny and Providence. 


Notes from Northfield.

_ The telegram that urged me to ‘‘come 
to Northfield,’ to attend the Conference 
was welcome indeed, and hastily packing 
my portmanteau I made for the solid but 
unattractive station of the Hoosac Tunnel 
route in Boston, found a seat in the ex- 
press, and was whirled through the gar- 
dens of Belmont, the busy streets of 
Waltham, the quiet meadows of old Con- 
cord and the finer scenery- beyond, until 
Miller’s Falls was reached and the con- 
necting train taken for the town famous 
as the home of a man who is accomplish- 
ing great things for this and future gene- 
rations. 

A voluble fellow-traveller in the wagon 
that conveys passengers from the North- 
field station to Marquand Hall, where we 
all register, kindly points out places of 
interest as we ride up the long elm-shaded 
street; among others the Unitarian 
church, the new Congregational church, 
and then Mr. Moody’s modest but well- 
kept residence—the beautiful green of the 
lawn heightened by a mass of rich color. 

Marquand Hall belongs to the Girl’s

Northfield is an ideal “place for such a 
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gathering—the view from the hills is it- 
self a help to a higher life! The silvery 
Connecticut winding through broad mead- 
ows is darkened here and again by the 
shadows of mountain and forest; im the 
distance are the highlands of Vermont and 
New Hampshire, at one’s feet are fertile 
intervales sloping to the river’s bank, 

waving with tasselled corn and redolent 
of new-mowa hay, while away to the east- 
ward stretches forest unbroken! 


A strange company it is of which I am 


part, albeit a Christian and an earnest 
one. A,¢onverted Parsee from Bombay, 
a-Christian Chinaman from New York, 
with whom the great assembly joins in 
repetition of the Lord’s Prayer, a mission- 
ary from the country of the warlike Mah- 
ratias in Northern India, two others who 
were proclaiming the unsearchable riches 
of Christ to Brahmin and Mohammedan in 
Madura before Queen Victoria was declared 
Empress ofIndia. Then there are lawyers, 
merchants with investments in a place 
higher even than these hills! evangelists, 
pastors in search of new inspiration —a 
cheerful company, too, the lugubrious, 
dyspeptic type being scarce! On my left 
at table sits a judge, a member of the 
Episcopal communion, then a Quaker 
lady, next a reporter; over yonder are a 
lady and gentleman formerly in high 
social position in New York City, who be- 
came so thoroughly converted that they 
ceased to care for theatres and dancing, 
and went down into that part of the great 
city known as ‘‘Hell’s Kitchen,” and 
founded a mission for the fallen and in- 
temperate and are now engaged in that 
work; seated at the same table ‘and en- 
gaged in conversation with them is Mrs. 
Jerry McAuley. 

Although there’are numerous meetings, 
ample time is allowed for recreation; the 
meetings are run on business principles, 
and closed when they are through! 
Moody. is called ‘‘a man of one book,” 80 
these meetings are for the study of “cone 
book’’—no time for religious dissertations 
or fine-spun mystical. theories, for here 
are a large company.of earnest’men and 
women who are endeavoring to get at thé 
masses of men, the wage workers, and 
the degraded—who believe .that to the 
poor the’ gospel should be preached, not 
the third or tenth dilution of it, and that 
for the solution of social problems—labor 
problems, all the problems of life in fact— 
the gospel is sufficient if thoroughly ap- 
plied. The leader of the meetings:is a 
practical man, so is his faith— it is an 
applied Christianity, real, active, helpful! 

Not only is this a meeting ‘“‘of one 
book,” but it is evident that all who lead 
in the public exercises believe in the 
Bible completely as God’s word. No 
mists of doubt dim the vision of those 
who stand on the heights of faith; there 
is no attempt to wrench the miracles from 
the Old Testament or the New, as un- 
worthy or incredible; the Old Testament 
is accepted as Christ and Paul accepted it, 
and the New as written by men who were 
worthy of confidence in all that they re- 
corded. Many of these Christian work- 
ers believe that our Lord’s second coming 
is at hand and they pray for it. Mr. 
Moody impresses one as a very shrewd 
man, with a deep insight into human _ na- 
ture as well as into spiritual things, but 
with no taint of self conceit; a man im- 
patient of meanness and laziness; who 
believes that godliness is profitable for 
the life that now is; his life shows the 
power of a purpose, and that a broad and 
high purpose. 

But one prayer meeting’ was held dur- 
ing my short visit, and that at six o’clock 
in the morning; it was largely attended, 
and was of great power. Mr. Moody’s 
closing prayer was that he and all Chris- 
tians might be kept from: the sin of un- 
belief of which he had just spoken as the 
greatest of all sins. 

One may receive a spiritual uplifting at 
such a Conference as this at Northfield, if 
he truly seeks it; there are many favoring 
conditions, but itis not necessary to go 
so far to, receive power, from on, high, for 
it is nigh unto us even in our homes and 
the performance of duty everywhere.

An Andover Man Supplying the Select- 
men of Salem with Food. 


We owe thanks to Dr. Green—himself 
an honored descendant of old Andover in 
the line of Dea. Nehemiah Abbot and 
Abigail Lovejoy, five generations ago— 
for sending us an interesting item of auld 
lang-syne relating to a former citizen. 
Dr. Symonds Baker, although not a na- 
tive of Andover, was for many years a 
Le opeege: in the South Parish, dying in 
1815 at the age of 82. His son, Symonds 
Eps Baker, died in 1819. His grandson, 
the well known Mr. David Baker, died on 
the old homestead last October, at the 
age of 85:

Last Thursday was drove into this 
town by Dr. Srmmon BAKER, of Andover, 
two fat oxen, which he presented to the 
selectmen for the benefit of the poor of 
the town.—This humane act of benevo- 
lence was peculiarly seasonable and bene- 
ficial at this time of distressing scarcity 
for provision; and was most gratefully 
reeeived as well by the town in’ general, 
as by near 200 families who were imme- 
diately benefited by it. 

The selectmen and committee in be- 
half of the town, take this public method 
to return their thanks to Dr. BAKER, for 
his generous donation, and the benevo- 
lent principles which induced him to it.”

SELECTIONS. 


Bomething About Alaska. 


The purchase of Alaska from the Rus- 
sian Government seemed almost a joke at 
the time it was consummated, and was re- 
ferred to as “buying a refrigerator for the 
United States,” Public sentiment has 
now greatly changed and the purchase at 
even more than the original $7,000,000 
paid would be quickly ratified. 

Strange sensation that of gailing up 
through the waters of British Columbia 
for three days in search of a portion of the 
United States. This is done, however, 
before reaching Alaska. But a very large 
slice of territory is then found, in area 
something like one-fifth of the rest of our 
entire country. 

There is an inland passage for nearly 
the entire distance from Puget Sound up 
to Sitka, and this 1s followed by steam ves- 
sels. Regular steamers run from Tacoma, 


days and tourists have plenty of time, to 
go ashore: and see all that is of. interest 
during the time. occupied in the exchange 
of freight. 

The climate on the coast of Alaska 80° 
far up as Sitka 1s surprisingly mild, influ- 
enced’as it is by the warm currents of the 
Pacific'setting across from Japan. A few 
miles back from the. coast. the climate is 
very rigorous, Wet weather is.almost con- 
stant along the coast. The warm winds 
from the ocean here come in centact with 
the cold mountain peaks, and the moisture 
is precipitated in form of rain. 

In the mountains back from the coast 
immense glaciers are fownd and a few can’ 
be seen from the deck of the steamer. 
These glaciers appear like great frozen 
lakes or rivers between the mountains— 
mountains of ice in themselves—crumb- 
ling away at the seaward end, but renew- 
their bulk continually up in the higher al- 
titudes. In front of the Muir Glacier the 
steamer lies at anchor for part of a day. 
The face of this glacier is 400 feet high 
above the surface of the sea, and 11-2 
miles wide. A short distance back from 
the sea the width is said to be 13 miles. 
The face presents a surface of clear blue 
ice, and at intervals icebergs break off 
with a report like artillery. The entire 
glacier has a constant movement towards 
the sea, but too slow to be noticed by vis- 
itors, or to be measured except by scien- 
tific experts. ‘ ss 

How rapidly a population from the older 
sections of our country will be attracted 
to Alaska will depend on the further de- 
velopments in the fisheries and in mining. 
Agriculture is unknown there, The fish- 
eries are already important and remuner- 
ative. Very sanguine predictions are 
made as to future mining in Alaska, and 
prospecting is being carried on at many 
points. Not the only project which has 
materialized, but the prominent one, is 
the Treadwell Mine, at Douglass Island, 
near Juneau. Here is the largest gold 
mine in the world, with 240 stamps, crush- 
ing 600 tons of ore per day, and with an 
apparently inexhaustible supply of ore in 
reserve. Juneau is the principal commer- 
cial city in Alaska, and is likely to remain 
so from its contiguity to mining opera- 
tions. Here the steamers stop both going 
up and coming down from Sitka. 

Travel in Alaska is almost wholly con- 
fined to water-ways. A mountain road 
four milés in length, back toa mine near 
Juneau, is said to be the longest road in 
Alaska, At one point a trail has existed 
for some time from the Chilcat River over 
the divide to the head waters of the Yukon 
River. It lies through territory occupied 
by the Chilcat Indians, said to be less ami- 
able than some of the other tribes. They 
are, however, civilized to the degree that 
they claim a monopoly on overland trans- 
portation across this trail, and carry 
freight on their backs for prospectors and 
miners at the rate. of $15 per 100 pounds. 
They are ready to fight in defense of their 
vested rights. 

Alaska has not even aterritorial govern- 
ment, yet, but.a Governor ar4 other offi- 
cials are sent up under appointment from 
Washington, the form of government 
being that of a district. No elections are 
held, and no representation in Congress, 
even by a delegate, is yet given: Noland 
laws apply up here, and possession may be 
said to be ten points. Col. Lyman. E. 
Knapp of Vermont, recently appointed 
Governor of Alaska, has just’ gone up to 
Sitka and assumed his official duties. 

Concerning Alaska as a place, of resi- 
dence at present, it is undisputed tradi- 
tion up there that a few years since, an 
army mule was. purchased by a man from 


Juneau and shipped home. ‘The day after’ 


his arrival the mule deliberately walked 
out into tide-water, put his nose under 
and gave up the ghost. No papers were 
found on his person accounting for the 
rash act, and it is supposed that the mule 
preferred death by drowning rather than 
life in Alaska.—Charles L. Mead in Iron 
Age.

and hazardous enterprises without an ob- 
ject of public good.” The letters are al 


of a private and entertaining character: 
Pierce’s letter is the touching one to James 
T.’ Fields to which I have already referred 
in connection with the death of Haw- 
thorne; the Lincoln letter is the famous 


one of April 9, 1862, containing instruc- 
tions to General McClellan and conclud- 
ing with the underscored words, “‘ But you 


must act;”? and General Grant is repre- 


sented by the noted letter he wrote me, 
This is the 
letter, fourteen pages in length, which I 
telegraphed to the London Times. It con- 
tains the lines, “It has’ always been my 
desire to see all jealousy between England 
and the United States abated, and all 
sores healed up. Together they are more 
powerful for the spread of commerce and 
civilization than all others combined, and 
can do more to remove cause of wars, by 


creating mutual interests that would be so 


much disturbed by war, than all other 
nations.” 


Autograph letters of Andrew Johnson 
are very hard to obtain,—harder than the 
letters of any other President. Letters 
written by his secretary and merely signed 
by himself are common enough. I have 
been enabled, however, to secure quite a 
store of Johnson’s original manuscripts, 
including the account-book he kept while 
atailor. This is full of droll expressions. 
The letter I have selected to represent 
him in the volume of the Presidents is an 
interesting communication to his friend 
Major (afterwards General) Sam Milligan. 
It is ill written, and notable for its odd 
misspelling and its frank political gossip. 

... This is a fitting place to stop. Just 
one parting reflection. If asked what, as. 
the result of my experience, is the great- 
est pleasure in life, I should say, doing 
good to others. Nota strikingly original 
remark, perhaps; but seemingly the most 
difficult thing in the world is to be pros- 
perous and generous at the same time. 
During the war I'asked a very rich man 
to contribute some nidhey to’ a certain 
relief fund. He shook his head. “Childs,” 
he said, ‘I. can’t: give you anything. I 
have .worked too hard for my money.”’ 
That is just it. Being generous grows on 
one, just’as being mean does. The dispo- 
sition to. give and to be kind to others 
should be inculcated and fostered in chil- 


dren. It seems to me that is the way to 


improve the world and make happy the 
people who are in it.
